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Special town meeting 
should be lively

The special town meeting on 
March 18 promises to be 
anything but dull, Already, 
several of the eight articles on 
the warrant are stirring up 
considerable interest and 
Controversy. 

Articles Sevén and Eight deal 
with the plot of land by Silver 
Lake on Main Street slated for a 
two and a half story office 
building. For the past three 
weeks, selectmen have been 
seeking a way to take the land 
for municipal purposes or open 
land use. 

Article Seven asks town 
residents to vote to rezone the 
property from Neighborhood 
Business (NB) and Residence 10 
(R-10) to Residence 60 (R-60) 
Article Eight asks the town to 
vote to take that same parcel by 
eminent domain or purchase. It 
also gives the town of 
Wilmington the authority to 
apply for grants from the 
commonwealth and the federal 
government, 

At Monday night's board of 
selectmen’s meeting, Gerald 
O'Reilly applauded the board 
for their attempt to protect the 
environment of Silver Lake. He 
asked that once they take the 
land they do something with it 
right away. He also filed an 
article for the annual town 
meeting (the warrant for which 
closes Friday, February 15) to 
maintain an autify the 
property once the town owns it 

It was noted the the property's 
present owner has already filed 


for a building permit but cannot 
obtain it until after the special 
town meeting. 

Selectman Rocco DePasquale 
suggested the board make a 
formal offer to the owner for the 
property to show that they are 
willing to negotiate for a 
“reasonable price.”” 

Two rezoning articles are 
creating a furor among in- 
terested citizens. 

Article Three seeks to rezone 
a parcel of land on Broad Street 
from Residence - 20 (R-20) to 
Planned Residential 
Development (PRD). If passed, 
the article would allow owner 
Joseph Langone to build the 
town’s first condominiums. At 
present, abutters and neighbors 
are holding coffee hours and 
meetings to discuss and weigh 
the impact of such units on 
traffic, schools and neighboring 
property and to possibly take 
some action of their own. 

Article Six asks the town to 
rezone land on Route 62 bor- 
dering Middlesex Avenue and 
Route 93 from R-20 to Industrial 
Park (IP) use. If successful, 
developer Pau! Butt will be able 
to build another first — a three 
story, 136 room motel with an 
accompanying office building 
for professional and business 
use. The motel is planned for use 
primarily by travelers con- 
nected with local industry 

Critics point out that the land 
in question is zoned for homes 
and. contains - -considerable 
wetlands, 

Article One seeks 
propriate, by transfer.

from the town’s Free Cash 
account to the Blue Cross - Blue 
Shield account to meet a current 
year liability. The liability came 
about through — increased 
medical costs incurred by town 
employees. 

Article Two asks the town to 
authorize the transfer of control 
of the town forest to the Con- 
servation Commission. It also 
seeks to authorize construction 
and maintenance of a water 
storage tank in a location 
determined by the town 
engineer and to allow the 
selectmen to seek grant aid 
from the commonwealth and the 
federal goverment. Submitted 
by State Representative James 
Miceli, it is considered one step 
in the preservation of some town 
owned land for purposes other 
than development 

Article Four, submitted by the 
Planning Board, seeks to take 
auto dealerships out of the 
General Business zone and place 
them in the High Density zone. 
Presently gas stations and 
restaurants require High 
Density zoning. This article, if 
successful, will require 
dealership owners to obtain 
town meeting approval before 
they can make major changes 
on their property 

Article Five would allow Mary 
DelNinno a chance to buy back 
property by Silver Lake once 
owned by her relatives prior to 
1970. If granted, the property 
shall become part of DelNinno's 
“contiguous premises'’ and 
shall not be divided or sub- 
divided. 


Police chief asks fincom 
for additional funds

Police Chief Bobby Stewart 
submitted his budget estimates 
for the Wilmington Police 
Department for fiscal 1986 at 
Tuesday night's Finance 
Committee meeting, 

The accounts, said Stewart, 
represent the ‘“‘absolute 
minimum needed to provide 
adequate police services to the 
community." 

The total request for the 
department's expense accounts, 
with warrant articles 
eliminated, represents an in- 
crease of $124,315 over the ap- 
propriations and transfers for 
FY 1985. 

Several 
obvious 


differences were 
between Stewart's 


budget estimates and the town 
manager's recommended 
budget 

One glaring difference was the 
cost of a requested computer 
system in the capital outlay 
account. In a recent town 
computerization study, Stewart 
said, the police department was 
listed as having the second 
greatest priority for com- 
puterization. Therefore, Stewart 
requested $44,600 for a multi- 

ser computer system, while 
Town Manager Buzz Stapc- 
zynski allowed $10,000 in_ his 
recommended budget. 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Dennis Volpe pointed out that it 
has been their approach in the 
past to fund things in in- 
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crements, He asked Stewart 
what he would consider to be the 
minimum amount he would need 
for a computer system without 

ricting his growth in future 
years. 

Stewart explained that a 
minimum of $18,000 would ob- 
tain a software computer 
package from Danvers which 
would be a “real asset” to his 
department. Such a system, he 
said, would reduce duplication 
of work, lessen the work load, 
and be a “time saver" by in- 
stantly recalling information 
needed on the job. 

Another difference between 
the two proposed budgets is the 
need for two additional 
patrolmen to help provide a 
“safe, working environment,” 
Stewart said, Stewart has asked 
Stapezynski to increase the 
appropriation for the patrolmen 
salary account by $40,550 to fund 
the two additional positions 

Stewart also requested that 
the clerk's salary account be 
increased by one-half the salary 
for a permanent clerk typist 
This would restore the depart- 
ment's clerical staff to its pre- 
1979 level, something Stape- 
zynski said he is not prepared to 
do at this time. 

There was a wide disparity in 
vacation fill-in costs with 
Stewart requesting $65,803 and 
Stapezynski recommending 
$52,642. The large increase over 
last year’s appropriation was 
necessitated by salary ad-

Palmer reports 
on DPW work

Though “there's not enough 
money to do everything we want 
to do,” Department of Public 
Works (DPW) Superintendent 
Bob Palmer told selectmen 
Monday night his department 
has made some strides. 

In a department update, 
Palmer explained that in the 
past year they've installed and 
extended the drainage 
on various streets and, * 
as I know,” resolved 90 percent 
of the drainage problem by King 
Street 

In the grounds division, 
they've relocated baseball and 
soccer fields at the North In 
termediate, created a new 
baseball field at the Woburn 
Street School and enlarged 
parking lots at the Town Hall 
and the Wildwood School 
among other things. 

This year, his department 
expects Lo finish the ballfields at 
the Woburn Street School, 
construct ballfields at the two 
intermediate schools, resurface 
parking lots, and attend to 
tennis court repairs at a cost of 
$33,000 each court 

They will also install more

Palmer pointed out that snow 
and ice control is a “very ex 
pensive proposition Last 
week's snow alone cost the town 
$28,000, including payment to 
town employees and con 
tractors 

However, Town Manager 
Buzz Stapezynski pointed out 
that since we've been “‘blessed’’ 
with litte snow this year, this 
allowed Palmer to get other jobs 
done. 

Bob Cain asked if Palmer 
could come up with some ideas 
for a park by Silver Lake. They

There are informal 
discussions, workshops, and 
training sessions in the initial 
stages and plenty: of backup

The recruitment campaign 
includes «special public-service 
announcements on radio and 
cable television, the distribution 
of flyers and bookmarks by local 
volunteer groups, and speaking 
engagements. 

The DSS staff member 
coordinating the local campaign 
is Joan Douglas, foster home 
recruiter. 

“People think they need a 
separate room and bath in order 
to welcome a foster child into 
their home, and that is usually 
not the case. You can be 
married or single, you can 
certainly have children, and can 
either own or rent your house or 
apartment,” she said.

Plans for the proposed office 
building overlooking Silver Lake 
were filed last week, on 
Thursday, at the office of the 
Wilmington Building Inspector 

‘The plans call for 3,980 square 
feet, on the first and again on the 
second story, and a mezzanine 
of 1138 feet 
They were filed one day after 
the appearance of the ad- 
vertisement asking that the land 
be rezoned, filed by the select 
men and advertised by the 
Wilmington Planning Board. 
According to the understanding 
of the statute involved those 
plans are invalid, as filed, and 
will be until after the town 
meeting of March 18 disposes of 
the article submitted by the 
selectmen.

If the town meeting votes in 
favor of the rezoning the plans 
will still be invalid. 

It may be presumed that a 
legal fight would then ensue, 
seeking damages, The owner of 
record is Webster T. Grace of 
511 South Main Street, Andover, 
MA. Mr. Grace has owned the 
property since August 12, 1965. 

An informal survey, minor in 
scope, shows that Wilmington 
voters are about evenly divided, 
in opinion as to whether or not 
the property should be rezoned. 
Many predict a subsequent legal 
battle. 

Walter L. Hale, a Wilmington 
resident for many years, owned 
ice houses on the lot of land for 
over 20 years, He conducted an 
ice business there, and a coal 
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business from in back of his 
home on Clark Street, now the 
home of Agnes Fagan 

Three ice houses stood on the 
lot of land nearest to Glen Road. 
Hale had the first ice houses 
constructed about 1910. The 
foundations, still in place, were 
laid by Peter Neilson. 

Three times those ice houses 
were burned. They were con: 
structed with wood, with a lot of 
sawdust to provide insulaton, 
and the fires were spectacular. 
It was better than a Fourth of 
July fireworks. The fires could 
be seen for miles. 

The second set of fires, about 
1923, were incendiary. Possibly 
it was the same thing with the 
other fires 

Walter Hale borrowed $2,000 
each time from Christian 
Neilson, to build anew, In each 
instance he paid back promptly, 
in a couple of years. 

Those ice houses provided 
some winter employment for the 
farmers who had nothing to do.

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Architectural barriers take on a new meaning

The ad in the help wanted pages was very tempting — a job paying about $50,000, for 
someone with my qualifications. It was almost too good to be true, but I sent in my 
resume. A reply-letter came with an appointment for an interview. 

As I drove to the interview, my thoughts alternated between dreams of how much I 
would like the job, to wondering how many other people would apply. 

The location was distant, out in the country (where I'd love to be) ina nice area with 
affordable housing and adequate services. - 

The first thing I noticed as I drove into the parking lot was that nearly all the park- 
ing spaces were reserved for handicapped persons. Except for five parking spaces, 
every space had a sign with a warning of a $50 fine for anyone parking there without 
the proper permit. . 

A deep gully separated the building from the parking lot — you could call it a moat. 
The ramp crossing the moat was two narrow tracks, about two feet apart. As I stood 
there wondering how anyone was supposed to walk across those tracks, a man in a 
wheelchair emerged from the building. He glided across the ramp with very little ef- 


fort. 

I looked at the ramp, feeling a bit helpless, wondering how I was going to get to my 
interview for that $50,000 job. While I was standing there, two more people came up in 
wheelchairs. They crossed the gully with no problem. At first I was tempted to ask one 
of them for a ride, but I thought better of it and said nothing. 

Finally, I set my jaw, determined to cross the gully. I managed to hold my balance 
until I was about two-thirds of the way across. I landed in the gully, my new shoes 
submerged in six inches of water. 

Determined to have that interview and the $50,000 job, I squished my way to the 
front door. Now what is this? The door is not even five feet high. As I stood there look- 
ing at it, it opened, and two people in wheelchairs came out. They smiled at me. 

Ducking, and feeling very much like a duck, I waddled through the door, my shoes 
squishing with every step. 

The skylit lobby was warm and attractive, one of the most attractive offices I had 
ever been in. I introduced myself to the receptionist, who said that I would have to 
wait a few minutes. 

I turned, ready to sit down for my wait — but there were no chairs, other than a 
wheelchair occupied by a woman. I asked the receptionist if there were any chairs. 
“*Most people bring their own, if you know what I mean,” she replied. ‘‘I’ll see if I can 
find you one. As she backed up from her desk, I realized that she, too, was in a 
wheelchair. She left the room, and returned in a minute with an office chair. I sat 


ed me into an office, where there was another woman in a wheelchair. Again, there 
were no chairs in the office. 

“Mrs. Williams, this is Mr. Neilson,” said the woman who had escorted me. As they 
spoke, I felt out of place, since it was difficult to maintain eye contact. They were sit- 
ting,-I was standing. 

“Could you bring Mr. Neilson a chair,” said Mrs. Williams. The other woman left, 
and returned with one. 

“Ours is unique company,” said Mrs. Williams, “‘and I wouldn't have asked you for 
the interview if your qualifications hadn't met our needs so well.” a 

I agreed as to the uniqueness, and continued the discussion on the nature of the job. 
But I couldn’t take my mind off the building. Finally, I had to ask, “Why is everything 
in the building designed only for people in wheelchairs?" - 

“Oversight, pure oversight,” she replied. ‘Our boss, who you'll meet soon, is in a 
wheelchair, and when he had the building designed, he happened to choose an ar- 
chitect who was also in a wheelchair. It never occurred to them to make the place’ac- 
cessible to standees."" 

“Don’t you feel that is some kind of discrimination?” I asked. ? ; 

“No more than any of us experience elsewhere.” she replied. “Besides, we've 
agreed with the state to make the building accessible to standees — as soon aS they 
make other facilities accessible to wheelchairs.” 

I was tempted to tell her that I didn’t want the job, but the $50,000 salary danced in 
front of my eyes. 

“Well, how would I get into the building every day?" I asked. - 

“Oh, that’s easy. We have a special entrance for people who walk. You'd just come 
in through the boiler room.” 

“The boiler room? What am I — a second class citizen? Why don’t you build a foot- 
bridge across the moat?”’ I asked. . 

“Well, other people have asked that, too. Mr. Arthur is talking about it, but the 
plans haven't been completed yet. Maybe next year.” 

“I’m sure I could design and build that in just three days,” I said. 

“We weren't talking about you as a carpenter, were we? I thought you were a 
writer,” said Mrs. Williams. 

I thought about the possibility of buying a wheelchair, just for work. But I rejected 
the idea. I didn’t want to spend my day in a wheelchair. But I sure did want that 
$50,000 job. Would I spend my day in a wheelchair, or not? 

Finally I woke up to how lucky I was to have a choice.

About ten minutes later, a woman in a wheelchair came into the lobby and called 
my name, I began to follow her, ducking for every doorway. A minute later, she show-

As public information coor- 
dinator and current co- 
chairman of the Wilmington 
Chemical People Task Force 
since its inception, | am more 
than aware of the effort it hag 
been to keep this organization 
alive and successful. 

A few dedicated people in any 
community can make a dif- 
ference and this experience has 
more than proved this. My 
heartfelt gratitude goes out to 
all the people who have been 
involved in this endeavor and I 
want them to know that they 
have made a contribution to 
altering the attitudes regarding 
juvenile drug and alcohol abuse 
in Wilmington. 

The Chemical People Project 
was not created to be a 
responsible drinking campaign. 
Our goals have been clearly 
outlined from the beginning 
This has been a positive no 
nonsense anti-drug and alcohol 
school age campaign in 
cooperation with local school 
and law enforcement officials, 
and it has been effective. There 
has been a 46 per cent decrease 
in arrests relating to juvenile 
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substance abuse. 

The awareness campaign 
launched in November 1983 has 
worked, make no mistake about 
that. It has worked on a 
national, state and community 
level all across the country. This 
grass roots movement has 
proven the American people 
have the power for change if 
they act. 

The Wilmington Chapter has 
worked in cooperation with the 
National Center For Families, 
the National Federation of 
Parents for a Drug Free Youth, 
the Committees of 
Correspondence, M.A.D.D. and 
Action of Washington, plus 
networking with many Chemical 
People Chapters all across the 
United States. 

From time to time people 
have attended our meetings and 
espoused responsible drinking 
for juveniles i.e. ‘Just so they 
don't get in automobiles and kill 
us."* 

This is unrealistic and only 
through proper law enforcement 
and the acceptance of the futility 
of this type of thinking can we 
combat the epidemic of drug 
and alcohol abuse now facing 
our young people. The American 
Distillers Assn. has launched a 
responsible drinking campaign 
for adults and this is certainly a 
step in the right direction. But it 
is ludicrous to be part of any 
program of this type when 


addressing children, 

Children must be taught the 
hazards of alcohol and drug 
just as they have been taught the 
health hazards of smoking. It i 
not the role of the schoo 
department to teach responsibh 
smoking. Neither is it their rok 
to teach responsible drinking 
and drug use, They must teacl 
the effects of these chemicals it 
a non-judgemental way and rely 
on family values with regard t 
the consumption of same. 

We invite any parent, student 
or community member to atten 
our meetings and we certainly 
allow and encourage freedom 0 
discussion. However, under th 
auspices of the Nationa 
Chemical People Center, wi 
cannot and will not attempt t 
change the by-laws of thi 
organizations. 

T will continue to uphold th 
principles under which thi: 
effort has come about and I wil 
remain dedicated to the premis 
that we can have a Drug am 
Alcohol free society of youny 
people.

Tewksbury Town Clerk 
Elizabeth Carey has been ap- 
pointed to supervise the 
Massachusetts state census in 
Tewksbury, according to an 
announcement from Secretary 
of State Michael J. Connolly's 
office.

The official state census day 
in Massachusetts was to have 
been January 1, 1985.

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Gas station seeks time to curb dumpster abuse 


Although the owners of 
‘Haffner’s self service gas 
station on Main St., Tewksbury 
agree certain “abuse” 
the privilege of using dumpsters 
on the site, they failed Tuesday 
to provide selectmen with a solid 
timetable for solving the 
problem. 

The owners, Haffner Fournier 
and Louise Haffner Fournier of 
North Andover, also discussed 
the trash problem on the site at a 
Tewksbury Board of Health 
meeting Monday. 

A meeting of the minds 
resulted from both gatherings 
with both sides agreeing steps 
should be taken to improve the 
situation. But no firm timetable 
was set up. After the Fourniers 
asked for time to hash out a 
solution to the problem, 
selectmen voted Tuesday to 
review the matter once again 
next week. 

The station has self serve gas 
pumps, car washes and vacuum 
units, It is the dumpsters placed 
next to the vacuum units that 
has caused the stir. 

The dumpsters are there to 
allow motorists to discard such 
small items as ashes, paper 
wrappers, fast food containers 
and other items that normally 
collect in the car. 

But the dumpsters have also 
been used as a place in which to 
discard of larger items such as 
mattresses, old machine parts, 
building materials and 
household rubbish. The situation 
has been getting worse over the 
past few months prompting 
selectmen and health board 
members alike to use such 


phrases as ‘‘dump’’ and 
“rubbish transfer station’’ when 
referring to the site. 

Area businessmen have also 
complained about the large 
amount of trash left by the 
dumpsters and about trash that 
gradually blows from the open 
dumpsters all around the neigh- 
borhood. 


Monday’s meeting was an 
effort to find a ‘reasonable 
solution,"’ as expressed by 
Fournier, and the result was, in 
the words of board member 
Joan Dunlevy, “a very fruitful 
discussion."” 

Selectmen, however, pushed 
Tuesday to get the Fourniers to 
seta date by when the problem 
would be solved. However, the 
Fourniers continually told the 
board they had several! options 
open and needed time to in- 
vestigate which one would work 
best. 

“You'll have to give us a little 
bit of time because this is the 
first time we've really looked 
hard at it,”’ said Louise Four- 
nier. “We don't want it. We take 


pride in our locations,’ she 
added, 

Haffner Fournier also 
repeatedly asked the board to 
alarm the residents that 


disposal of large items at the 
site is illegal and is not what the 
service was intended to be. He 
also told selectmen of his 
displeasure with the practice of 
dumping large items at the site. 

All three members of the 
health board had, in recent 
months, visited the area to 
observe the problem, as had 
Health Officer Bill McMenimen. 


Richard Sughrue, who has a 
place of business nearby, has 
many photographs showing 
overfilled dumpsters and large 
items stacked next to them. 

The board of health situation 
statement was that Haffner’s 
had become a ‘transfer station’’ 
for rubbish. Truckers and others 
would visit, and dump trash into 
the dumpsters, some times 
during the night hours and 
frequently on weekends. One 
story that was told was of a 
truck dumping empty paint cans 
into a dumpster on a Sunday, a 
situation that Joan Dunlevy 
deemed to be a fire hazard. 

“You are allowing your 
premises to be used for the 
collection of rubbish,” said 
Selectmen Charlie Coldwell 
Tuesday. 

Fournier, however, said both 
nights he does not condone the 
use of the dumpsters for the 
disposal of household trash or 
other materials not normally 
found in one’s automobile. 

He is, he said, trying as best 


can to keep the place clean. 
_ ‘\t's too bad people don't 
re 


t other people's 
property,’ he said Tuesday. 
The appearance of large items 


on the lot “is something recent, 
he said while adding that “ 
intend to do something about it. 

Fournier did not feel his place 
of business was a “transfer 
station,"’ but he agreed, in one 
situation, that people who bring 
matresses, as was reported, 
were bringing a material not 
normally found in a car. “It 
(vacuum cleaner service) is not 
meant for mattresses and 


Developers would build 
sewer mains 


Two firms are volunteering to 


construct sewer mains in 
Wilmington. They made 
proposals as such at the 


Wilmington Water & Sewer 
Commissioners meeting on 
February 7. 

Joseph Langone, Wilmington 
builder, is planning construction 
of 94 town house units (multiple 
housing) on a site of land nor- 
therly of Broad Street. He and 
his engineer, William McLeod of 
Andover Consultants, are 
proposing a sewer main from 
that site to Cunningham Street. 
‘The sewer main would cross the 
Lubbers Brook area at the lower 
part of the old Winn Cranberry 
Bog, where Langone is 
proposing to construct a street. 

‘The street is being proposed to 
lessen traffic on Broad Street 
and King Street. The sewer will 
connect at Cunningham Street 
and Everett Avenue, westerly of 
Lubbers Brook. 

An eight inch sewer is being 
proposed, to operate on the 
gravity system, with the 
possibility of a 10 inch sewer at 
the Everett Avenue end. The 
Cunningham Street sewer flows, 
by gravity, northward to the 
pumping station sewer near 
Biggar Avenue. 

An alternative hookup could 
be to the sewer on Faulkner 
Avenue, which flows southward,

toward Glen Road. 

Commissioner Arthur Smith 
was of the opinion that the 
Cunningham sewer, when 
hooked up to the proposed 
sewer, would be “too flat’ in 
grade. Because of that McLeod 
Suggested that a pumping 
station might be constructed to 
connect the proposed sewer 
directly to that of Faulkner 
Avenue. 

Chairman George Allan said 
that when Langone gets his 
article for the construction of 
planned unit development 
passed at the town meeting, the 
commissioners will then discuss 
the final plans. 

The second proposal is for a 
sewer main to be constructed 
along Cedar Street, between the 
Deming Way housing for the 
elderly and the principal sewer 
main near Sweetheart Plastics. 

Tewksbury builder James 
DeCarolis is proposing to con- 
struct multiple family housing 
on former Roberts’ land in back 
of the big mansion on Burlington 
Avenue, One of the boundaries 
of the property is Mill Brook 
which flows past the housing 
project at Deming Way, and

DeCarolis thinks it is possible 
to put in the proposed sewer 
main on Cedar Street without 


any cost to the town, or to the 
people whose homes are on the 
street. He would construct the 
sewer, he said, so that the 
connecting pipes to the homes 
would be brought to the edge of 
the properties involved, without 
cost 

DeCarolis estimates he will 
propose 125 housing units on the 
former Roberts Estate. 

The discussion was long, with 
Chairman George Allan saying 
that it was “not cut and dried.” 
He is awaiting answers to 
questions he has asked the town 
counsel concerning the proposed 
Cedar Street sewer. 

However, he told DeCarolis, 
“you come up with the proposal 
and we will have a look at it. You 
put in a free sewer, on Cedar 
Street, and we won't stand in 
your way. We have no money to 
help.” 

Things can get complicated, 
he warned, because the housing 
authority may be getting state 
aid, “Get state aid, and you get 
involved -"" 

It could be that the proposed 
sewer that DeCarolis was 
talking of could provide the 
sewer that the Wilmington 
Housing Authority seeks. 
DeCarolis will return to the 
water and sewer commissioners 
in two weeks, to further discuss

Valentinus was said to have 
performed valiant service in as- 
sisting Christian martyrs during 
the persecution by the Emperor 
Claudius II, according to Lee. 
Giving aid and comfort to 
Christians at the time was a 
crime; accordingly Valentinus 
was arrested and imprisoned for 
it = 
“A year later he was taken 
before the emperor, whom he 
tried to convert to Christianity. 
The Roman ruler was so im- 
pressed with the priest's dignity 
that he attempted to save 


Valentinus by in turn trying to- 


convert him to the Roman 
gods,” Lee writes 

Neither was converted to the 
other’s faith, but Claudius had 
the last word, since “‘Valentinus 
courageously, but very inju- 
diciously replied, ‘I say of thy 
gods none other thing but that 
they were men mortal...and full 
of ordure and evil 

Needless to say, that response 
did not win the emperor's heart 
Valentinus was immediately 
condemned, first to be beaten 
with clubs, then stoned, and 
finally to be beheaded outside 
Rome's Flaminian Gate. 


an ancient annual Roman 
Spring festival, the Lupercalia. 

But in later years “when the 
early Christian fathers were 
busy obliterating pagan super- 
stitions and dates by substi- 
tuting those of the Christian 
belief, names of many of the 
martyred Saints were used to 
replace the old festivals,” Frank 
Staff, “The Valentine and Its 
Origins.” 

The custom of choosing a 
member of the opposite sex as a 
valentine on the day of the 
saint’s martyrdom is of con- 
siderable antiquity, according to 
Winchester’s Jean Twitchell. It 
was even an old belief that birds 
began to mate on the 14th of 
February. 

On the Eve of Saint Valen- 
tine’s Day, young people of both 
Sexes used to meet — and each 
of them drew a name by lot of 
one of the opposite sex, from a 
common receptacle. Each 
gentleman thus got a lady for his 
valentine,’ and became the 
valentine of the lady

we exercise today in becoming 
someone’s valentine, apparently

Known as “Vinegar Valen- 
tines,” these usually anonymous 
cards ridiculed the old and 
wrinkled, the spinster, the 
drunkard or braggart...and even 
the postman. 

Jean Twitchell's collection of 
valentines, which date from 
perhaps the middle-19th to the 
early 20th century, tend to the 
sentimental. There are no 
“Vinegar Valentines,” though 
one could be construed as 
bordering on a sublte, but 
probably unintentional, en- 
couragement of divorce, 
bigamy, or worse

Never having thought much of 
Diane Keaton to begin with, this 

viewer's opinion on her lack of 

ing ability were confirmed 
after having suffered through 
The Little Drummer Girl. Now, 
after having viewed, and 
thoroughly enjoyed, Mrs. Soffel, 
it is only fair to rescind that 
thought and admit that everyone 
is entitled to a mistake, 
especially if said mistake is 
redeemed. After all, Mel Gibson 
appeared in that bogged down 
farm flick The River, and he 
surely has put that behind him 
and once again proved his 
worth. 

This film is based on a docu- 
mented case which occurred in 
1901. Mrs. Soffel, wife of the 
warden (Edward Herrmann) of 
the Allegheny County Jail in 
Pittsburgh, aided the escape of 
two convicted murderers, the 
Biddle brothers, and left behind 
her children and husband to 
follow them. 

There is more here, however, 
than meets the eye. And, thanks 
to director Gillian Armstrong’s 


perception, a story that could 
have been as dull as dish water 
is brought to life through careful 
attention to detail. The jail itself 
is a cold and imposing structure 
that typifies Soffel's existence. 
She is trapped by the building, a 
loveless marriage and the 
stifling constraints of a Vic- 
torian society. 

Aussie Armstrong, filming her 
first picture in America, 
managed to convey Soffel’s 
oppression not only through her 
bleak surroundings, but through 
an imaginative use of light. 
Until Soffel’s and the Biddle’s 
escape, the picture is an array of 
greys, blues and black. But after 
their grasp at freedom, the film 
is dominated by brilliant, white 
light reflected from snow, and 
great expanses of land. This is 
quite an effective trick from 
Armstrong, whose first film was 
the much acclaimed My 
Brilliant Career. The only 
problem with Armstrong is that 
despite her exacting authen- 
ticity and detail, she lacks 
economy, and Mrs. Soffel suf- 
fers for that during the first half 
of the film. 

Gibson and Keaton work well 
together, and manage the near 
impossible, they enact a truly 
sensual and tender love scene 
without removing their clothes. 
Mathew Modine, as the younger 
Biddle, and Herrmann enhance

Rated R (violence, profanity) 
Since most movies these days 
are aimed at the Clearasil 
crowd, it is truly amazing when 
one of these coming of age films 
is above the usual sex-in-the- 
sand stuff we have become 
accustomed to. And, while 
Heaven Help Us does fall into 
some of the stereotypical traps 
of the genre, it still manages to 
remain quite entertaining 


without assaulting our  intel- 
ligence. 
It is the parochial school 


veterans who should get a real 
hoot out of this flick, as director 
Michael Dinner captured the 
attitudes and mores prevalent in 
private, catholic schools in the 
mid-sixties, including the tough- 
as-nails brothers. Actually, 
campy as some of the scenes 
get, Dinner is right on the mark 
in most cases, as ‘physical 


punishment and a militaristic 
attitude was, and may still be, 
prevalant at many a catholic 
school. However, the unpleasant
